KW4T. We had a discus-sion of contest station building and PVRC goings on. 


General Meeting April 8th by Rich Boyd, KE3Q 


Thirteen were present at the unofficial "pre-meeting" at Topolino's 
Italian restaurant in Temple Hills, and 20 at the general meeting at the 
Episcopal Church of the Nativity, Temple Hills, Maryland. As you know, 
Temple Hills is world famous as the site of W3GRF's (SK) station and 
K3Z0's station.
